WASHINGTON, May 14.—An ugly crisis 


lias been reached iu the negotiations be- 
tween tlie United States and Great Brit- 
ain lookint: to the adoption of uniform 
relations for the government of the eeal 
fisheries this season. The British gov- 
ernment positively refused to re-enact 
the regulations of laat year which pro- 
hibited the carrying of fire-arms by seal- 
ing vessels through the sea north oi the 
twenty-fifth parallel during the closed 
season. The United Statesoih'cials look 
upon this as disastrous to the fie.il Uah- 
eries, holding that the result will be to 
relieve the pelagic sealers of the only re- 
alrietiou which has operated to prevent 
an unlimited slaughter of the herds. 
While killing by firearms remains il- 
legal, it is realized it will he impossible* 
to enforce this prohibition if arms can 
be freely carried, for the sealer." would 
kill secretly unless they should happen 
to be under the very eye of a revenue 
cutter. 


Meanwhile the United States cutters 


have none uut under the old restrictions 
to eeize all vessels carrying arms not 
under seal. These must be modified 
speedily by orders Eent through the 
Alaska company's eteauier, which leaves 
San Francisco in a day or two, or else 
there may ho another big claim for : 
•damages on account of illegal seizures 
tiled by tlie Uritiaii government. Tne : 
attitude of the latter ig viewed with 
much dipgatisfaetion at the Btate depart- 
ment, wliich is regarded as an evidence 
of. the unwarrantable concession to the 
Canadian pelagic sealers. 
It is also 


held that the effect of tbo British action 
is to practically nullify all measures of 
protection of the seala that was con- 
i'erred by the Paris arbitration, and it 
would not be surprising if this course is 
persisted in if it resulted in a declara- 
tion by the United States of the abroga- 
tion of the treaty.

HEADS CRUSHED TO A JKLLY 


Four of the Victims Torn 
Limb 


From Limb and Only Recogniza- 


ble by Their Clothing:. 


WEST BIKUIXOII.W, Pa., May 14.—This 


afternoon the bodies of eight man, hor- 
ribly mangled, scalded and disfigured, 
were picked ont of the ruina of Peck, 
Haskell & Cobh'a saw mill here, victims 
of the explosion of the boiler ia the mill. 
Five were dead, and two of the three 
others have since died. 


The mill was run by steam, generated 


in an old ei^hty-horee power boiler, 
which, it is reported, had been con- 
demned by an inspector a few days he- 
fore. Thirteen men were employed in 
the mill. Thia morning they wore at 
work, when a IxMt broke, shutting down 
operations. While it was beinf; repaired 
nobody paid uny attention to the boiler, 
which"was making steam, for a hot Ure 
bad been kindled under it. 


Suddenly there was a terrific explo- 


sion, followed by a cloud of steam, dust 
and amoke, whu-h rose high in the air. 
Four of tho victims were torn limb from 
limb, and their remains scattered about 
the mill and the immediate vinmity. 
Parts of the boiler were blown hundreds 
of feet, and the mill waa almoat entirely 
demolished. The victims were horribly 
mangled, having their heada crushed to 
a jelly, and being reeogmzable only by 
their clot hia?. The dend were all uiar- 
•ied, and had families.

treasury deficit passed the $50,QOn,000 
mark, the exact amount of excess of ex- 
penditures over receipts since July I, 
1S94, being, $50,404,837. 


The dufieit for the thirteen daysof the 


presentmouth ia $3,150,517. This is the 
second year since 1305 that the expend- 
itures of tho government have exceeded 
its revenues. Last year the delicit was 
$30,801,2(iO, making the aggregate defi- 
ciency since July 1, 1893, $120,208,147. 
The receipts from customs so far tbis 
year amount to a little over $1"3,000.- 
000, wnich is about $1,000,000 in excess 
oE the custom receipts during the whole 
of the last fiscal year. The internal 
receipts this month to ilate aiigrej;ate 
about $125,500,000, as aeainst $147,111,- 
232 during the fiscal year 1894. 


The beat information obtainable as to 


the net result of the year's financial 
operations ia that oven if the income 
tax law is permitted to stand the defi- 
ciency on July 1st next will exceed $55,- 
000,000, and if the law is declared un- 
constitutional it may reach $1)0,000,000.

Cherries Seem to Have Been the 


Most Damaged of Any Fruit. 


SACRAMENTO, May 13.—Director Bar- 


wick of the California weather service 
in hia weekly crop report ending on tho 
13th, summarizes aa follows: 


The average temperature for the week 


ending May 13th was: For Fresno 72, 
Independence C8, Los Angeles 6(i, Sacra- 
mento VO, San Fruncfcco 66, San Luia 
Ohispo 08, and San Diego tVJ. 


As compared with, the normal tem- 


perature there was an excess of heat as 
follows for the weather bureau stations 
named : Fresno 5 degrees, Los Angeles 
3, Sacramento 6, San Francisco S, and 
San Diego 12. The total precipitation 
was nothing. 
As compared with the 


normal there waa a deficiency oi from 
.07 of an inch at San Diego to .71 at Eu- 
reka. This excess of heat and deficiency 
of moisture with an exceaa ot sunshine 
and warmth has been extremely bene- 
ticial to the crops. 


Haying waa more rapidly advanced 


on account of the liijjh northerly winds 
drying out tho ground so teams and ma- 
chines could cuter tho fields. It has de- 
stroyed the cutworms and a!?o the mil- 
dew on grapes and rust in tlie grain that 
made its appearance on account of too 
much moiri. cloudy and cool weather 
[luring the previmia week. Haying ia 
heing rushed from one end of the state 
to the other anil tbe crop ia reported as 
good. 


Tiie high winds damaged early fruit 


by whipping it off the trees, thereby do- 
ing away with thinning by hand. What 
fruit remains will no doubt mature 
finely. 


Cherries seem to have been the most 


damaged of any fruit. The general out- 
look for fruit, for the grain, hay, grapea 
nnd hops has been advanced by tbe 
beneficial weather of the week.

\ .-i"ar bos full ol vine leaves ou winch 
were about 20 lively caterpillars «»» 
placed on tin- desk. Two varieties were 
represented. One was the larva of the 
grapevine ephiux (Pl.ilarnpelus Ach,..~ 
Siou), each apfeiineu being auout three 
inches long and nearly as thick as a 
little tinner. The color was a violet 
brown, with lipht stripes on tne side, 
and the tail was furnished with a curved 
horn. The other variety, Deilephila 
Striata, was about thn same size, but ol 
a yellowish green color, with longitud- 
inal markings on the sides.

ty which cooperative associations can 
je formed; tho main principle being 
.hat it differs from a corporation inas- 
much as that each individual haa one 
vote iu the management of tlie associa- 
ion, aud not according to any number 
)f shares owned. There is no doubt 
;hat there are in this valley a great 
many people who are not aware that 
such a law ie in existence, and aa it 
seems exactly to meet the requirements 
of the ease in hand at present and aiso 
to do away with a great many of the ob- 
jections raised by people who do not like 
the idea of having the co-operative com- 
panies under corporation laws, by pub- 
lishing this law it is believed it will have 
beneficial o.ffect. I have been given 
to undeiutaud that already several local- 
ities are taking delinitw action iu pre- 
paring to incorporate under this law. I! 
your readers will carefully peruse this 
law and then go ahead and incorporate 
under it in the different sections of the 
county, they will then be in a position 
to join an association which has already 
been formed by representatives from 
several of the largest co-operative pack- 
ing companies in tho valley, wherebj 
the selling of tho raisins will* be placet; 
in the hands of n bonrd o! directors 
composed of representatives from tht, 
different 
co-operative 
packing com- 


panies. 


It is only thus, by eliminating compe- 


tition from among ourselves that we can 
expect to realize fair prices for our mi- 
sins. Itia to be hoped that our friends 
who are hoMinii for cash in the sweat 
hox will recogiiixe the fact that buyers 
will not pay any more than they really 
have to pay ; aud a great many people 
are eo huru up that thuy will sell their 
goods for very little money. While in 
co-operation the strong can assist in 
carrying the weak and thus save the 
market, from being demoralized. 


There is only one exception that the 


writer takes to tbe letter written by Mr. 
Beaver a short time ago; he paid that if 
we have co-operative companies and 
the commission men want to buy for 
L-asb at a fair price, then sell; and i 
next year they would not pay a fair 
price, then start up the packing houses 
again. In tbe writer's judgment this 
would not he advisable, because after 
you have once established your trade in 
the east you muet continue to supply 
thattrade'if you expect them to stanc 
by you anil purchase, the goods. Con- 
sequently the grower must, when he is 
in co-operation, give up all idea of sell- 
ing for cash in the sweat bos if he in- 
tends to make a Bucce?s of the raisin 
business. Because if raisins are wortl 
4 cents in the swuat bos they are worth 
more packed; and if packers can affort 
to pay 4 cents, the grower can pack 
them, and get just as much out of it as 
the packer can afford to pay, besides 
making what profit the packer would 
make. 


1 would like to give here a word ol 


warning to the grower who intends 
holding for cash iu the Eweat box 
namely, do not sell your raisins below 
the cost of production. We can stale 
from an actual fact that a vineyard last 
year which produced a good average 
crop, n1 most a ton tn the acre, figuring 
up the interest on the land, ihe water 
tax, etc., cost the producer jiiBt 3 39-10( 
cents per pound, or a fraction over 
3,'j emits per pound. While a great 
many people will state that they wil 
take 2% cents per pound for their raitina 
cash in the sweat bos, they will un 
doubtedly be losing money if they tigim 
in every necesaary expense.

The fnll text of the law govering co 


operative association is too long to givi 
entire, and would nerhapa not intereal 
the general reader. A summary of it ii 
given belnw. Thoafi who are especially 
interested will, of course, make a Etudj 
of the laws in its entirety. 


It shall be lawful for Jivn or more per- 


sons to form a co-operative association 
for the purpoie of transacting any law- 
ful bnemeeE. Such associations Elial 
riot have or isauo any capital stock, bn 
shall issue membership certificates U 
each m ember thereof, and such mem 
burship certificates cannot be assigned 
so that the transferee thereof can by 
such transfer become a member of the 
association except by the resolution o 
the board of directors of tho association 
!!ut by the resolution of consent o 
the hoa'rd of directors, such certificates 
may be transferred, EO that the trasferee 
may become a member in lieu of the laa 
former holder thereof. 


In such association the rights and in 


tereet of all members ahull bo pqual 
and no member can have or acquire a 
greater interest therein than any othe 
member has. At every election hell 
pursuant to the by-laws each mem be 
shall be entitled to cast one vote and m 
more 
All persons above the age of 1! 


years, regardless of eex, shall be eligible 
to membership, if otherwise qnaliriei 
and elected as the by-lawa may provide 
The by-lawa shall provide for the amouu. 
of the indebtedness which such associa 
tion may incur. And no member shal 
be responsible individually, or persun 
ally liable'for any of the debts or liabil 
itica of the association in excess of hi 
proportion of such indebtedness; but ii 
caae of the failure and insolvency of eucl 
association may be required to pay any 
unpaid duea or installments which hay' 
before such insolvency become due fron 
such member to the association, pureu 
ant to its by-lftwa. 


Every association formed under thL 


act shall prenare articles of association 
in writing, which shall set forth: Th 
name of the association, the purpose fo 
which it 19 formed, the place where it 
principal biiaineHS is to be transacted 
the term for which it is to exist (not t 
exceed fifty yeara), the number of di 
rectors thereof, and the names and resi 
dences of those selected for the first year 
the amount which each mem her is to pa1 
upon admission aa membership ice, anc 
that each member signing the articles ha 


" actually paid in each sum, and that thi_ 


intercut and right ol each member there 
in ia to be equal. Such articles of aa 
sedation muet be subscribed by the 
original aeam-iates or members, anr 
acknowledged by each before some per 
eon competent to take an acknowledg 
mentof a deed in this state. Such arti 
cles PO subscribed and ac know ledge 
shall be filed in the oiHrt; of the secre 
tary of state, who ehall furnfeh a certi 
fied copy thereof, which shall be tiled in 
the otlice of the county clerk of tlic 
county where the principal bueiiieaa o 
such association is to be transacted 
ami from the time of such filing in tin 
oiliceof said county clerk tbe associa 
tion shall he complete, and shall have 
and exercise all the, powers for which i 
wan formed. 


An association of this sort must ndoj1 


constitution and by-laws within fortj 
days after organization. A majority o 
members ia sumY.ient to adopt by-l&wi 
and a constitution. Ballots must in 
secret. 
A copy of the by-lawa and

The property of the association is eub- 


if the association. Ample provision is 
made to protect tl-e association from 
moments and attachments.

Such an association can sde aud be 
uetl, buy and sell rt-al estate and per-

Two or more such associations may 


Consolidate when a written agreement 
o that effect is signed by tuo-thirds of 
he member* of each company.

Report on the Death of William 


Hei-skiud. 


Coroner Long returned yesterday from 


the Sequoia mills, where he held an in- 
quest on the body of W. Herekind, who 
was killed in the tramway accident on 
Wednesday. The coroner had a hard trio 
of it. He left Fresno on Thursday morn- 
ing at I o'clocb.makingaroiindtripof 120 
miles aud holding the inquest in twenty- 
seven hours. 


The verdict of the jury did not charge 


the lumber company with any responsi- 
bility for the accident. Herskiad waa 
not in the employ of the company when 
the accident occurred.

Charles Brown Hust Stand Trial

William Thuson, the man whom 
Brown shot, disappeared some time apo 
and has not b*en" beard of since. Tt is 
believed that Thuson left hi order to 
help Brown out of his difficulty, they 
having Ivecome friemla a<rain.
